concrete runways, rotor and rail communications with cities, enclosed hangars - 
machine shoos, warehouses fer storage of gasoline and oil, tank trucks, plenty 
of buildings for housing the various sections necessary for the command unci 
.management of en airfield. 

The airfields are roll guarded, by units of KMOJ, the Militia, and agents of 
tiBBA. Entrance is strictly forbidden to civilians except with special 
authorize lion. In tho daytime, and above all st night, tlio airfield itself 
and its immediate vicinity ore patrolled *
